Minister W illis’ Statement Has Been 
Received and Is Being Considered 
In Secret—J. Scott Harrison’s Nom­ 
ination as Survey of Customs Re­ 
ported Upon Adversly. 


W a sh in g t o n, January l l —Minister 
Willis* report was received by Secre­ 
tary Gresham today and he is now 
considering the matter with the presi­ 
dent, Secretary Lamont, and Secre­ 
tary Herbert. 
The senate committee on commerce 
ordered an adverse report on the nom­ 
ination of J. Scott Harrison, brother 
of ex-President Harrison, nominated 
for surveyor of customs in Kansas 
City. 
In the house there was a small at­ 
tendance today, Breckenridge addres­ 
sin g the committee of the whole on 
the 
Wilson 
bill. 
Yesterday 
was 
levoted to a discussion of the same 
leasure. Dalzell of Pennsylvania, made 
a J strong address, devoting his remarks 
irincipally to argum ent to prove the 
co nstitutionality of the principle of 
pr(otaction and th a t the present bill 
iwh:s not a tariff for revenue measure, 
b i\t in reality provided for bastard pro­ 
tection. 
He declared th a t “ it is 
re tre a t from the manly, if m istaken, 
declaration of the Chicago platform . 
I t is a legislative repudiation of the 
pledges of th e party on the faith o: 
w hich th a t party says it came into 
power. 
T here is not a dem ocrat in 
th is house who can not decline to 
vote for it on the ground th a t it fail 
to 
answ er the 
professions 
of hit 
p arty .” 
J Olin De W itt W arner got the flooi 
la te in the afternoon for a speech in 
favor of th e bill. 
Mr. Coombs (dem., N. Y.) protested 
ag ain st the claim of the republicans 
th a t the present depression was due to 
th e incom ing of a dem ocratic adm inis 
tra tio n. 
T he house then took a recess.

M orrell robbed the depot and six citi­ 
zens in the town of Tyler last night 
and engaged in a fight with a con­ 
stable. 
In firing upon the bandits the 
officer seriously wounded two citizens 
St. J oseph, Mo., Jan. l l .—At 8:40 
o’clock yesterday evening the B urling­ 
ton “ Eli” passenger train, bound for 
Chicago, was held up by five unm asked 
men. 
The express and m ail cars were 
robbed. 
The train was pulling up a steep hill 
tw o miles east of this city. 
Suddenly 
several torpedoes cracked on the track 
and im m ediately afterw ard a red la n ­ 
tern w as sw ung in fro n t of th e en­ 
gineer. 
The engineer quickly brought the 
train to a stop. 
Then the engine was 
boarded by three unm asked men, who 
covered the engineer and firem an w ith 
revolvers. 
I t w as an old-fashioned robbery, 
b u t it was successful in every detail. 
The engineer and fireman were forced 
to w alk back in fro n t of the robbers 
to the door of the express car. 
Ex­ 
press M essenger G. B. W etzel did not 
suspect there were robbers outside 
and w hen he heard the engineer call­ 
ing he opened the door. 
The tw o men 
were joined by tw o more, also un­ 
masked. 
T hree of the men stood out­ 
side to guard the fireman and engi­ 
neer, occasionally firing shots to in­ 
tim idate the passengers. 
Two of the bandits entered the ex­ 
press car, covered the m essenger w ith 
rifles, and ordered him to open the safe. 
He obeyed as prom ptly as he did when 
told to open his ear door. 
The men 
dum ped the contents of the safe into a 
sack, and, ordering the m essenger to 
follow them , left the car. 
I t is said the am ount obtained in the 
express car was not large. 
B ut as the 
train is a through one to Chicago it is 
believed th a t the robbers had a good 
haul notw ithstanding the denials of 
the officials. 
W. H. Mosely of the Adams Express 
com pany says he has received a tele­ 
gram from the express m essenger on 
th e train statin g the exact am ount 
secured by the robbers was only 847. 
It is reported th a t a registered pouch 
was carried off by the robbers. 
O ther 
m ail pouches were cut open and rifled, 
and everything of value in sight was 
taken. 
The passengers were not dis­ 
turbed. 
As soon as the train had been robbed 
it proceeded on its way. 
The rear 
brakem an, John Ryran, had been sent 
back t$> flag approaching trains. When 
the robbers released the train it left 
w ithout calling in the brakem an. 
He 
secured a horse and rode back to the 
city’, where he reported a t once to the 
railroad officials. 
The brakem an says 
tw o or three buggies were standing 
beside the track near the spot where 
the train was robbed. 
This leads to 
the belief th a t the robbers were from 
this city, and the police were a t once 
notified and commenced a search. 
No 
arrests have been made yet. 
The railroad officers assert th a t the 
men secured less than 850, b ut it is be­ 
lieved th a t the safe in the express car 
was w ell filled and everything in it 
was taken. 
A nother authority places 
the am ount taken a t 830,000. 
The 
registered pouches were also heavily 
loaded for Chicago. # but the am ouut 
they contained can not be learned. 
An attem p t was made to rob a Bur­ 
lington train near this city S ept 25, 
1893, and tw o of the robbeis were 
killed. 
The railroad officials believe 
th a t the robbery last n ig h t w as com­ 
m itted by some of the same gang who 
made th eir escape in the darkness from 
the first attem pted robbery.

Ir o n M o u n ta in , Mich., Jan.

T here has been a startlin g increase in 
the num ber of applicants for aid in 
this city' and 
county 
during 
the 
last ten days. 
The resources of the 
relief com m ittee are nearly exhausted 
and there has been a great falling off 
in donations and a corresponding in­ 
crease in the num ber of applicants. 
The resources of the city’ and county 
have been exhausted, and it now seems 
certain th a t Gov. Rich will ultim ately 
have to call an extra session of the leg­ 
islature for the voting of state aid or 
giving power to bond the city. It is only 
a question of tim e unless the m ines re- 
sume operations, or the city receives 
from the state, w hen it will be neces­ 
sary to dispense w ith a city govern­ 
m ent and close the public schools. 
T here is less th an 810,000 in sight and 
there are m any bonds to pay. 
There 
are now 1,578 people receiving relief 
and an additional 400 elsewhere in the 
county. 
D u lu t h , Minn., Jan. ll .—There are 
a t least 2,000 men in D uluth who are 
out of em ploym ent who are anxious to 
obtain disagreeable work a t 81.25 a 
day. 
The board of public w orks yes­ 
terday received applications from men 
who wished to be em ployed by the city 
in breaking rock. 
The council has 
voted 813.000 to be used in paying men 
who w ill be given work and the broken 
stone w ill be sold to contractors. 
Of 
the 2,000 men who have made applica­ 
tion only 200 can be given work a t one 
time.

Dainty Slippers Designed for a Lady-- 
The Articles Are Made W ith the 
Afghan Stitch a Small Sized Hook 
and 
W hite 
Germantown 
Wool 
After 
“ The 
Modern 
Priscilla’s 
Plan.” 


The material for a baby's crocheted boot 
to be made after “the modern Priscil­ 
la’s*’ plan, as here unfolded, is an ounce 
of white Germantown wool. Use a me­ 
dium sized crochet hook. 
These boots 
are made in afghan stitch and in a very’ 
easy and quick way. Make a chain of 
20 stitches, and work on this foundation 
22 rows of plain afghan stitch. Twenty- 
third row—Raise ll loops, finish off as 
usual until you come to the last two 
stitches, which finish together. Twenty- 
fourth row—Raise IO loops, draw wool 
through first two loops, finish rest as 
usual. Proceed in this manner until 
thirtieth row*, which will have only two 
loops to raise. From the thirty-first to 
thirty-ninth row raise in each row one 
loop more until you have ll loops. For­ 
tieth row—A single crochet in each loop 
of last row and in each loop of twenty- 
second row. Sew the l l stitches from 
(the fortieth row and the ll stitches of 
the first row together. 
To complete the boot, work around the 
and down the front as follows: First 
w—Wool over the hook, raise a loop 


THEY HANDLE NITROGLYCERIN. 


E x c ite m e n ts an d P e r ils o f th e W e ll S h o o t­ 
e r s ’ V o c a tio n . 
Probably one of the most dangerous vo­ 
cations iii which men are employed in this 
workaday world is that of “shooting” oil 
wtlls with nitroglycerin. The tin shells 
or tubes into which the explosive is poured 
at the well are about 5 feet long and 2 
inches or more in diameter. The lower end 
is pointed, and at the top are two bail 
handles. Filling these long tubes requires 
a steady hand ami firm grasp. A slip or 
jar would precipitate destruction, and 
gently, in a steady stream, the oily fluid is 
poured in. Each shell is lowered to the 
bottom of the well as fast as filled, and an­ 
other put down on top of it until the de­ 
sired quantity is placed, when the “go 
devil,” a five pound iron, IU inches long or 
so, is dropped point down upon the mass, 
and the “shooter” runs for his life. Down­ 
ward the sharp iron rushes 1,500 or 2,000 
feet, and even more quickly is thrown up

by ail eruption of gas, oil, water, gravel 
and fragments of rock. Sometimes this 
comes so quickly that the “shooter” is un­ 
able to get beyond reach and is injured, bub 
usually he is at a safe distance. 
The men who follow this dangerous voca­ 
tion have a superstition that the fearless 
man is perfectly safe in it, but that death 
follows the individual who manifests any 
apprehension for himself.

11 is su pposed some 
of the glycerin had been left sticking to the 
cans, and a sudden jar had set it off, but it 
is oue of the incidents of the business that 
when calamity comes no one can more than 
guess the maimer of its approach. Struble 
was torii in pieces, aud all that was left of 
the wagon were scattered slivers. 
Hairbreadth escapes are of almost daily 
occurrence, and presence of mind with 
abundance of nerve is an essential charac­ 
teristic of the men who daily walk, ride and 
work with a threat more terrible than the 
sword of Damocles continually above their 
heads. One of the most thrilling cases on 
record is that of a shooter who had begun 
to lower the first tin into the well, when the 
rope, instead of continuing taut as it was 
paid out, suddenly slackened. There could 
be but one explanation, and that much to be 
dreaded. The well had suddenly begun to 
flow again. It would be but a few minutes 
until six quarts of nitroglycerin would be 
hurled out of the well. That meant death 
and destruction. There was no time to es­ 
cape. Run as he might, there was no time 
to reach a place of safety. He knew there 
was but one chance in a hundred of saving 
himself aud the property about the well, 
and he took it.

So 
Mrs. Walters took his place, lowered OO 
quarts—a half barrel—of the deadly ex­ 
plosive into the well, which was OOO feet 
deep, dropped the “go devil” on top of it 
and ran as best she could. A muffled roar, 
a burst of smoke aud a shower of flying 
debris told that the deed was well done, 
and Mrs. Walters had achieved a record 
which no other woman can boast of and 
which rivals in danger many deeds of his­ 
toric feminine daring. 
Odd looking covered wagons are used in 
transporting the explosive from tile factory 
to the field, and in Ohio the state law com- 
>els each one to be marked in large golden 
letters on the sides: “Nitroglycerin! Dan­ 
gerous!” 
Within this warning cover are compart­ 
ments padded with heavy felt, into which 
the square zinc cans that contain the dead­ 
ly fluid fit as snugly as can be made. A 
jolt or jar, going miles over roads that are 
rarely smooth and frequently are very 
rough, might easily annihilate the whole 
outfit and spread destruction for a wide 
distance to surrounding property. No ex­ 
tra risks are taken, but the cans are pack­ 
ed as solidly as possible. 
It is said that a savage bull on one occa­ 
sion attacked a wagon containing empty 
cans, to which enough nitroglycerin fre­ 
quently sticks to cause a disaster if han­ 
dled recklessly. It was in a narrow coun­ 
try road in the woods, and the driver saw 
uo way of getting his team out of the trou­ 
ble. He leaped to the ground as the bull 
rushed, head down, upon the rapidly mov­ 
ing vehicle, and escaped. The bull was the 
most astonished animal in Ohio at the end 
of the charge, when he suddenly assumed a 
somewhat dismembered condition. 
To the novice no feature of this remark­ 
able occupation is more wonderful and 
startling than the nonchalant and even 
reckless manner in which the shooter fre­ 
quently comes to handle the stuff. Some­ 
times it approaches criminality in its care­ 
lessness. In one instance a young fellow 
took out 80 quarts of nitroglycerin for a 
well near Portage. When he reached his 
destination, he began to fill the shells at 
the derrick without having unhitched his 
team or even tied them so they could not 
get away. The first shell had been filled, 
and two cans were on the floor of the der­ 
rick, when as he was lowering the shell it 
became detached from the rope and fell to 
the bottom of the well. • The explosion 
came instantly. Boards fell from the der­ 
rick about the cans, but fortunately did not 
bit them. The horses, startled by the det­ 
onation, ran away with the rest of the 
load. The wagon was upset, but in some 
most miraculous fashion the deadly ex­ 
plosive ran harmlessly out of the cans, and 
no lives were lost.

Ex-Marshal Spangler of Edgerton, 
was sworn no sensational develop­ 
m ents were expected by the audience. 
He told his story in a moderate tone 
of voice and as he reached the end of 
his narrative District Attorney Wheel­ 
er asked. 
“ Did you have a conversation with 
Matthew Ashton before leaving for 
Chicago?” 
‘Objected to as leading” said Mr. 
Hyzer. 
Spangler was allowed to proceed 
and “ what wa6 the conversation?” 
was the district attorney’s next ques­ 
tion. 
“ Ashton came to my office” said 
Spangler “ and said that his uncle, 
Daniel Stone, wanted me to go and 
see Wheeler and see if the case could 
not be dropped. He said Stone thought 
two or three thousand dollars would 
do it as the district attorney only got 
from $800 to $1,000 a year and the 
sum above stated would probably be 
as much to him as a year’s work. 
“ What did you say?” asked Mr. 
W heeler. 
“ I told him that I could not do any­ 
thing of the kind as I would be ar­ 
rested for offering a bribe.” 
“ Was anyone present?” 
“ Yes, C. Ii. Brown.” 
Cross examination followed and At­ 
torney Winans, for the defense, asked 
Mr. Spangler if Mr. Ashton did not 
6ay that ‘Stone was getting old and 
wanted the case out of the way,’ and 
to this Spangler said that something 
of that kind was said. 
On continuing the cross examination 
Spangler stated that the skin was 
broken on three fingers of the hand 
when they got Mrs. Stone’s body out. 
There were no marks on the head or 
neck that he 6aw; 
the clothing was 
not torn th at he knew of; he thought 
the body was in the cistern half an 
hour before it was gotten out. While 
Biderman was in there on the rope he 
was pulled up to the floor, be saying 
th at he was faint.

down again The body was wedged into 
the opening so tight that it had to be 
pushed back into the cistern. 


D e te c tiv e B urt's 
Story. 


William H. Burt, the detective, was 
then sworn. He said that he had been 
employed by the Allan Pinkerton De­ 
tective Agency at Chicago. 
He re­ 
ceived his pay from W. H. Pinkerton, 
receiving a weekly salary wbieh did 
not depend upon the work he did, and 
in case a reward was offered he got no 
part of it in addition to his salary. He 
corroborated Spangler’s testimony as 
to how he came to go to the Stone 
farm, and for what purpose. When he 
got to Edgerton he looked Spangler up 
and had a talk with him. The witness 
received a statement from Spangler a* 
to the facts in the case, and then drove 
down to Fulton and walked to the 
Stone place. He was at the Stone farm 
all the afternoon, and on May 27 he 
removed to Mrs. Stone’s, representing 
th at he was a fisherman. 
He last saw 
Mrs. Stone about 9 o’clock Saturday 
evening. 
She appeared to be in her 
usual mental condition. Sunday morn­ 
ing he got up at 5 o’clock and finished 
his report for Saturday, and at 5:20 
o’clock he heard the 
hired men 
go down stairs. A few minutes before 
he had been attracted by a noise and 
looking up he saw Ashton come along 
tow ard the house. 
It was only a few 
minutes before the hired men had 
go ae 
that 
he 
heard 
Ashton 
coming. 
When he finished his report 
and left the room it was about 6 
ko’clock. 
He sat wilting close to the 
*>pen window. 
He did not see Mrs. 
Stone that morning. 
It was custom­ 
ary for him to write his report at that 
time each morning and generally saw 
Mrs. Stone feeding the chickens as 
was ber 
custom. 
Generally 
she 
looked up and spoke to him. 
The 


witness did not see Ashton again 
until ll o’clock and did not see him 
carrying a pail of swill. 
It was a few 
minutes after 43 when he went down 
stairs. 
The bottom stair door was 
closed. 
Mrs. Preston was out on the 
porch 
calling for Mrs. Stone. 
He 
then started out and looked for foot­ 
prints etc., that would indicate where 
6he had gene, but found nothing. 
C hicken D ish N ot li-sed. 
When he came down stairs he no­ 
ticed that the fire was nearly out and 
there were plates upon the table but 
the table was not set. 
Be saw the 
hired men go to work and after noti­ 
fying them of the disappearance he 
sent Cady to Murwin’s. Affeer the boy 
returned the witness told Cady to go 
and examine 
the dishes that tne 
chickens were fed in. Cady did so and 
brought out a small pan th at had 
contained bran. 
The bran was dry 
and the pail had about two quarts of 
shelled corn in it. 
Bradley came and 
Burt got him to take bim, (the w it­ 
ness) to Edgerton to notify Marshal 
Spangler, who got a team and they 
returned together 
and began the 
search. 
He had seen Ashton when 
they first got back from Edgerton. 
He had a conversation with Ashton at 
the south gate. 
“ My God, Ashton” I said ain’t you 
going to help to find Mrs. Stone.’ 
“ I have searched and my men have 
but they refuse to search more.” 
“ Are they n o t w ork in g for you?” 
“ I am willing to do all I can” Ash­ 
ton said. 
“ The reason I spoke to him,” Burt 
continued, “ was that he had not 
joined in the search; he had been in 
the stable.” 
He told bow they searched the cis­ 
tern for the body and how Biederman 
asked to be pulled up for air. 
They 
had got Mrs. Stone’s head and should­ 
er into the opening when the body 
seemed to be caught somewhere and 
the witness got down and reached un­ 
der lier arms to see where the trouble 
was. 
Then an ax was secured and 
the witness knocked out tbe end of 
the sink. 
The hand of the body had 
caught under a joist. 
He had to 
loosen one Auger at a time. 
Then he 
got her arms above the head and the 
body came out easity. 
The rope he 
explained came up over the back of 
the shoulder. 
Mrs. Stone was nervous and some­ 
w h a t excited on Saturday morning, 
he said, and then Mr 
Winans began 
a comparison of the direct testimony 
an d the testimony before the coroners 
inquest. 
In this connection F.ur* was 
r gidly examined by Mr. Winans b u t 
he h ad an answer for every question 
and did not lose his presence of mind 
for an instant. 
He was still on the 
stand when the court announced a re­ 
cess until this morning. 
Detective Burt was on the stand 
when court opened this morning. 
At­ 
torney Winans took him in hand for 
cross examination. 
He got in a ques­ 
tion he had tried in vain to introduce 
the afternoon before. 
It referred to 
Mrs. Stone’s mental condition on tbe 
day before her death. Burt had testified 
that Mrs. Stone appeared nervous and 
excitable on the Saturday before her 
death, but farther questions on her 
mental conditions were ruled out as 
not proper cross examination. 
Judge 
Bennett examined the direct testimony 
after court adjourned, however, and 
when court opened Attorney Winans 
was permitted to continue his line of 
questioning. 
“ Did you not notice any condition in 
Mrs. Stone other than that excitement 
of which you spoke?” 
“ No.” responded Burt. 
“ Didn’t you say she was a little de­ 
spondent?” 
“ I might have said so.” 
Burt’s testimony at the Edgerton 
inquest was read, one answer being 
that he should judge Mrs. Stone to be 
inclined toward hysterics, th at some 
folks might call her “ a little off.” 
Attorney Winans’ next line of ques­ 
tioning made the crowd crane their 
necks expectantly. 
“ Did you not say to Spangler on 
Saturday that there would be develop 
ments in the Stone case before Mon­ 
day morning?” 
There was sparring between Attor­ 
neys Winans and Wheeler, and Burt 
was finally permitted to answer. 
“ I did n o t,” he said. 
Burt said he knew about the $1,000 
reward for the discovery of Daniel 
Stone’s assailant. 
He saw Spangler 
Sunday morning, but denied th at he 
said to Spangler: 
“The money is yours.” 
“ Did you not say to him: 
‘Go and 
get your money?* ” 
“ No, sir, I did n o t.” 
“ Nothing in substance like that?” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ Haven’t you said that Spangler 
was entitled to the reward by reason 
of the death of Mrs. Stone?” 
“ No, sir.” 
Burt said he w ent to his room the 
night before Mrs. Stone’s death about 
9 o'clock. 
He left the house about IO 
o’clock and came back to his room 
at 2:30. 
He went to bed that morn 
ing at 3 o’clock and rose at 5 o'clock. 
He had notified Mrs. Stone Saturday 
night that he was to leave the house. 
Burt saw Ashton approach the Stone 
house on the morning of Mrs. Stone’s 
death. It was from five to six minutes 
after he heard the hired men go 
down stairs. 
At first he said it was 
five minutes but his Edgerton testi­ 
mony which was read, fixed it at ten 
to fifteen minutes. 
Burt didn’t re­ 
member just where be first saw Ash­ 
ton that morning. 
He didn’t remem­ 
ber whether it was possible for bim, 
sitting at the window to see Ashton 
enter the small gate back of tbe Stone 
house or not. 
Attorney Hyzer read 
testimony where atEdgerton Burt had 
sworn to seeing Ashton come through 
the gate and walk toward the house. 
The detective testified to coming 
down stairs and finding Mrs. Preston 
looking for Mrs. Stone, 
He sugges­ 
ted that she might be in the hen 


house. 
Cady showed him the dishes 
used for feeding chickens. 
One was

was partly full of shelled corn. 
“ Did you testify to this ia Edger­ 
ton?” asked Attorney Winans.

Committee of Two to Aid the Clerk In 
Making Purchases of Stationery 1 
and Supplies—The List of Poor I

A resolution presented by Super­ 
visor Coon was adopted by the county 
board today calling for tbe appoint­ 
ment of a special committee of two 
supervisors to act with the county 
clerk in making purchases, contracts 
for fuel, stationery, printing and gen­ 
eral supplies for the county. 
A reso­ 
lution presented by Supervisor Van- 
kirk was adopted 
appointing 
Su­ 
pervisors KiUam, Barlass and May- 
hew together with Superintendents 
Ross and Throne, to report to the 
board on the advisability of adopting 
a series of text books for the public 
schools. 
Tbe board is in doubt as to proper 
action regarding the uniform text book 
system. 
It was the general belief that the 
m atter of text books as controlled by 
the combine made tbe price of school 
books fully 50 per cent, greater than 
they should be. 
This burden falls 
most heavily upon the poor. 
Supt. 
Ross favored the California system, 
where the state printed all the school 
books and furnished them to the vari­ 
ous districts at cost. 
The frequent 
change in text books was also de­ 
plored, not only as detrimental to the 
merchant, but expensive to the par­ 
ents 
In regard to the publisherg of the 
report of Poormaster S. B. Kenyon, 
there was quite a discussion.

Only a few weeks ago a party of Chicago 
poker players were held up a t the table 
and robbed of $400, and now a sim ilar but 
more im portant exploit is reported. The 
gam bling house at 14 Quincy street was 
invaded, the four attendants held up and 
robbed of $5,000, and the thieves escaped 
w ithout leaving a clew. All visitors had 
left for the night, and the cashiers and 
dealers were figuring up the receipts at 
the faro and roulette tables. 
On each 
table lay a considerable pile of money. 
The big packages were just being put into 
the safe by Sam Dahl. The porter stood 
guard at the heavily barred doors. Sud­ 
denly four men came into the passageway 
at the foot of the stairs. One of them 
pressed the electric button, and the porter 
raised the slide and looked out.
